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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: a cyclic sulfonic ester having the formula: 

Species 1 : Formula (2) cited in claim 3; 

Species 2: Formula (3) cited in claim 4; 

Species 3: Formula (4) cited in claim 5; 

Species 4: Formula (5) cited in claim 6; 

Species 5: Formula (6) cited in claim 7; 

Species 6: Formula (7) cited in claim 8. 
Please elect one of the species above. 

Please also elect if the electrolyte further comprises a compound having at least 
one sulfonyl group in addition to the cyclic sulfonic ester or does not. 

If is present then please elect: 
Species A: Formula (8), cited n claim 1 1 or Species B: Formula (9), cited in claim 12. 
Please further define Z or R1-R6. 

Please elect if the electrolyte further comprises an imide anion (claim 13, 17) and 
a transition metal ion (claims 13, 15-16) or a metal complex of imide anion and 
transition metal ion (claim 14). 
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The species are independent or distinct because the cyclic sulfonic esters are very 
different. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 , 20-29 are generic.
